EXCAVATIONS— 
(a.) All excavations for buildings 
shall be so guarded and protected a* 
to prevent the same from becoming 
dangerous 
to life or property, and 
shall bo sheathed-piled by the person 
or persons causing the excavations to 
be made when necessary to prevent 
the adjoining earth from caving in 
by reason of Its own weight or by 
reason of any weight that may rest 
upon It. Whenever there shall be any 
excavations hereafter commenced upon 
any lot or piece of land and there 
shall he any building or buildings on 
the adjoining lot. the person or per- 
sons making the excavations shall 
at his or her or then- expense under- 
pin or make perfectly safe the ad- 
joining property.

Railway within the past few years. 


Do you recall what the condiHon of 


this property was less than twenty years 
ago? 


In \()oS our bridges were all lij;ht. Our 


rails, weighin.tr 60 and 56 pounds to the 
y.irtl were laid on "raw" tics in dirt ballast. 
Sidings, yards and terminal facilities were 
wholly inadequate. 
Heavy grades were 


very common on every division. 


Consider what has been accomplished 


in the brief span of seventeen years by 
the j..1icious use of small surplus earnings 
and limited new capital! 


Ninety per cent of the line has been 


raised six to twelve inches on gravel or 
chati billast. The remaining ten per cent 
is receiving similar material. 


f:ach year we have treated 
a large 


number of our cross, ties with preserva- 
tives until, today, 
fifty-one per cent of 


the cross ties on our main track are 
ire Tied tics. 


The line has been 
rclaid tnroughout 


with steel rails weighing <S5 pounds to the 
\ard. 
Kalroad yards and sidings have all 


received corresponding improvements. 


Hxlensive cuts and fills have widened 


the road-bed to a standard cross section. 
Surface and sub-drainage have been given 
careful attention, especially 
in 
gumbo 


soil. 


The line and surface, and generally the 


maintenance of the track, now compare 
favorably with other lines in the South- 
western territory. 


Bridges have all been strengthened. 


Steel bridges have been increased to 314 
in number and to 23,20.? feet in length. 
Wooden trestles and bridges have been

Concrete 
pipe 


culverts, iron pipe culverts and masonry 
numbering 892 have been installed since 
1905, making 1,479 such culverts now in 
use.
